France, Tuesday, Feb. 12.—Aside 
from increased aerial activity the 
American sector has been normal for 
the past 24 hours. Harassing artil- 
lery fire and patrolling operations 
have been kept up but there have 
been no clashes. 


The American gunners are said to 


be growing more 
accurate 
daily. 


They have been especially effective 
in registering on the roads and light 
railways back of the enemy lines. So 
accurate has been the shrapnel fire 
against the first lines of the enemy 
that they are now nearly abandoned. 


In a sector such as this the Ger- 


mans seldom man their first lines 
fully bat opposite the American po- 
sitions they are reported to be keep- 
ing considerably less than the usual 
number in the trenches. 


The number of enemy snipers and 


sniping posts has been reduced still 
further by the American sharpshoot- 
ers, machine gunners and artillery

Goode, who since, the entry of the 
United States into the war has occu- 
pied the important post of liason of- 
fice between the food administration 
and the United States food adminis- 
tration, discussed the present food 
situation in an address today at the 
London Rotary -club. 
' "Few people," said Sir William,; 
"have yet grasped the fundamental 
fact that Great Britain still relies on, 
the United States and Canada lor 65 
per..cent of her essential f foodstuffs-. 
Unless we can get this food,.or near-; 
ly all of it, we shall peter out. As to 
how we get it, the popular idea 
seems to be that the United States is 
.an up-to-date combination of miracle 
loaves and fishes and widow's crust. 


"What I want you to realize is the 


amazing way in which the energies 
and sentiments, of the American peo- 
ple have been harnessed to a great 
national movement ^>f organized self 
sacrifices, so that the allies can have 
food enough to carry on the war/' 


He proceeded to give a detailed ac- 
count of the steps taken 
by 
the 


United States toward food production 
and conservation. 
. 


"The cynic will tell you," he said, 


"that it is ridiculous to imagine that 
the .American people living in the 
midst of plenty, will make such sac- 
rifices as these for. the sake of their 
allies thousands of miles away. The 
cynic -will relegate President Wilson 
and Herbert C. Hoover to the cate- 
gory of well meaning idealists. But 
these voluntary measures can be test- 
ed by results. 


Early last month we 
received 


from Mr. Hoover a cablegram saying 
that he found that as a result of the 
American conservation plan he had 
150,000,000 pounds of bacon and 
25,000,000 pounds of frozen meat 
more than the British representatives 
in the United Slates had estimated 
as likely to be available. His offer 
was so unexpected that we had to 
puzzle to get the finance and ship- 
ping, for this wind fall. Later on it 
turned out that the amount of frozen 
meat available was thousands of tons 
ibove the Hoover estimate.

For the hold up of shipping in Am- 
erican ports due to the congestion of 
railways and blizzards our bacon and 
meat shortage would long since have 
been eased by these shipments which 
represent only a small percentage of 
the total sacrifices of the American 
people.

Mr. Hoover is at the helm of the al- 
ted food supply and that behind him 
s a people willing to deny themselves 
so we may live to fight"

AT BAR METING 


A meeting of the Licking: County 


Bar Association was held this morn- 
ing in the 
Common 
Pleas Court

propriate action respecting tbe death 
of B. R. Nott. Upon 
motion 
the 


president appointed B. G. Siuythe, B. 
P. McDonald and C. N. Moore, as a 
committee, to prepare resolutions to 
be placed upon the Journal of the 
court. 
Several of the members of 


the Bar spoke endearing words of 
sentiment touching the life of Mr. 
Nott. 


W. M. Koontz, a member of the 


Knox County Bar, was present and 
spoke eloquently of his acquaintance 
with Mr Nott. 


Attorney B. G. Smythe delivered 


the following eulogy: 
Mr. President: 


Benjamin R. Nott was a friend of 


mine. He liked me and I liked him 
and respected him. My respect for 
him, and mv appreciation of him as 
a man and as a lawyer exceeded that 
of any other member of the bar,—be- 
cause I knew him better tlian did 
any other member of the bar. 


I wish to drop upon his bier a 


simple flower fragrant with affec- 
tion. 
I would speak of him today 


eloquent if I could, as a citizen, a 
soldier, a lawyer, a magistrate, and 
as an honest man, "the noblest work 
of God." 


My dear friend was not appreci- 


ated as he deserved to be appreci- 
ated. 


He was horn in Granville, Lacking 


countv, Ohio. He served his country 
in the civil war. 


Without the advantage of educa- 


tion which are enjoyed hy most law- 
yers, he came to the bar. He was a 
student of the 
law 
He 
assisted 


Judge Rockel of Springfield, in com- 
piling The American and 
English 


Encyclopedia of Law. He was read 
into the science of the profession as 
well as any other member of the 
bar. 


Without exception there is not an- 


other member who possessed higher 
ideals as to the nobleness of his pro- 
fession, and the relation of lawyers 
to the profession, and necessarily to 
their country. -1 have heard-him say 
that with DeTocqueville he believed 
that almost altogether it 
was 
the 


lawyer influence which created our 
great nation, and that the perpetui- 
ty of its political institutions depend- 
ed upon the lawyers of the land. 


We have heard it said that the 


legal profession is not as" it was 
when DeToequeville wrote.—that ir 
the modern practiqe, the high ideals 
of the legal profession aie growing 
weaker. 
Let us not believe it. We 


can not afford to believe it simply 
because now and then an Individ ua 
gets into the profession as a gamb- 
ler gets into a bucket shop, with one 
purpose only, viz, to get money. 


I was the first member 
of 
our 


bar to welcome Mr. Nott when he 
came from Mt. Vernon where he had 
previously practised law, and ever 
since that- time I have known him 
socially and professionally. I can say 
of him in addition to that a>ready 
spoken, that 
which 
I 
personally 


know to be true, viz, that in private 
life he was quiet, gentle and unob- 
trusive; that as a 
husband 
anc 


father he was kind and indulgent 
To his children he was a playmate 
and friend. 


Mr Nott was as near an ideal mag- 


istrate as I ever knew. He believet! 
that the law knew better than be did 
as to how every case should be de- 
termined, and therefore he attempted 
to dec'de every case in obediep.ee to 
the law. He understood that being 
a court of limited jurisdiction, he 
had no discretion at any time, to put 
his conception of right and wrong 
above the law. 


He did not accumulate money as a 


justice of the peace for the reason 
that he was too honest to make bar- 
gains with plaintiffs in actions pend- 
ing before him, or about 
to 
be 


brought before him; and 
because 


fees and costs were to him as they 
should he to magistrates and law- 
yers, of secondary consideration. 


My friends, I liked this man who 


is now as it were dead before us. 
"The deeds he has done are 
left 


behind, 


A deathless part of him who 
died 


too soon."

his lieutenants to be thorough sol- 
diers.

good discipline. 


So it is the ground school work 


of the flyer is chiefly concerned with 
the ability of the candidate to be an 
officer.
